Work starts on £1 Om 
centre refurbishment 



BUILDING work on a £10m scheme to transform 
the Harvey Centre into a leisure destination gets 
under way next week. 

The first phase of the refurbishment programme 
to create a multi-screen cinema and up to six new 
restaurants will concentrate on the first floor of 
the shopping centre where a number of units have 
been left vacant in preparation for the start of 
work 

Centre manager Bryan Young said: “This invest¬ 
ment has come at just the right time and it’s really 
exciting for the people of Harlow and the sur¬ 
rounding towns. 

“We have spaces for 726 cars, a taxi rank at one 
entrance and the bus station operating 24 hours a 
day at another, so the leisure centre will be very 
accessible.” 

The work is scheduled to be completed by the

spring of next year. The centre’s opening times 
will then be extended to enable visitors to make 
maxium use of the facilities. 

Alex Wagstaff, a partner in Harvey Centre assets 
manager Addington Capital, told the Star this 
week: “We are delighted that work will shortly be 
commencing and feel our proposals will enhance 
not only the Harvey Centre but the vitality of the 
town centre as a whole.”

first floor along with new floors and a glass roof. 

During building work the centre’s shops will stay 
open and the existing public toilets will remain 
accessible. Additional toilets will be provided on 
the upper floor. 

Direct access to the car park will be restricted to 
the ground floor only but all other entrances will 
remain open. 

Councillor Rod Truan, deputy leader of Harlow 
Council, said: “This is brilliant news and is a real 
vote of confidence in the future of Harlow. 

“The owners of the Harvey Centre are investing a 
huge amount of money to create what is sure to be 
a wonderful new leisure destination.”

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‘Good Samaritan’ 
is found guilty of 
attempted rape 

A HARLOW man who appeared to be 
acting as a Good Samaritan when he took 
a vulnerable young woman to a hotel has 
been jailed for three years after being 
convicted of attempting to rape her. 

Warehouse worker David Collison (27), of 
Westfield, had pleaded not guilty to rape 
and also denied an alternative charge of 
attempted rape of the 21-year-old, who the 
court heard had absconded from hospital 
after a suicide attempt. 

The jury of four women and eight men at 
Chelmsford Crown Court convicted him of 
attempted rape on an 11-1 verdict. He was 
found not guilty of rape. 

The court heard the offence took place at 
the Park Inn Hotel in Southern Way, 
Harlow, in February last year. 

The prosecution, who described the 
defendant as “a Good Samaritan” after he 
offered to take her to the hotel and paid for 
the room, said the victim fell asleep and 
woke to find Collison naked on top of her. 
She alleged he had removed her knickers 
while she was asleep and pushed up her 
dress. 

The court heard that the victim’s DNA 
was found on his penis. 

But Collison claimed that the woman 
had consented to sex and became angry 
when he was unable to perform because of 
the amount of alcohol he had consumed. 

“Her mood seemed to change very, very 
quickly,” he said. “She started shouting at 
me and seemed upset with me for some 
reason. She asked me what I was doing 
stopping and I explained I felt 
embarrassed and wanted to go home.” 

Collison claimed she then threatened 
him. He said she had wanted him to ring 
her former boyfriend on her behalf and 
said if he did not she would accuse him of 
raping her. 

But jailing Collison for three years and 
ordering him to sign the sex offenders’ 
register indefinitely, judge Anthony 
Goldstaub said he had told “hopeless lies”. 

“You befriended a young woman,” he 
said. “You had both had a lot to drink and 
she was temporarily without a home to go 
to because she had fallen out with her 
parents. She had been, as I think you were 
told, in hospital for treatment for mental 
illness as a result of an attempt on her life 
she had made not long before, so she was a 
thoroughly vulnerable person. 

“The reason you went to a hotel was a 
mixture of you wanting to help her and 
you finding her attractive and hoping that 
you might be able to have sexual 
intercourse with her,” he added. 

He said Collison had added “insult to 
injury” by accusing the complainant of 
lying.. 


Hop on board for

THE developer behind plans to 
build 10,000 new homes on 
countryside north of Harlow is 
inviting the town’s residents to 
go on a bus tour to learn more 
about the scheme.

noon-4pm. 

A team will be on hand to 
answer questions and provide 
further information on what the 
proposals entail and the impact 
they will have on the local envi¬ 
ronment.

Both Harlow Council and East 
Herts District Council are cur¬ 
rently developing Local Plans 
which must show how they can 
provide the large number of 
homes both areas need over the 
next 15 years. 

But the plans for Gilston Park 
are opposed by campaign group 
Stop Harlow North which is 
fighting to protect the land. 

Places for People said its pro¬ 
posals - a scaled down version 
of the original Harlow North 
plans - will deliver ‘much-need¬ 
ed housing and infrastructure 
for the area and support lasting 
regeneration of Harlow’. 

Group director Mary Parsons 
said: “We have been working on 
these proposals for over six 
years. We know from talking to 
people previously that there are 
concerns and that they want to 
have a say, not only where new 
houses will go in their area but 
reassurances that the invest¬ 


ment in infrastructure can be 
delivered and that schools, 
healthcare and other facilities 
will be built when they are 
needed. 

“We know people will want to 
know more about the impact on 
the countryside and existing 
communities and we want to 
talk to them about all this and 
more.” 

She added: “These homes are 
needed in this area to support 
future generations and we want 
a genuine discussion about 
where are the best locations to 
deliver them. 

“We are committed to deliver¬ 
ing the investment that is need¬ 
ed to support them and to 
ensuring that Gilston Park 
Estate will be a great place to 
live. We are really looking for¬ 
ward to hearing what people 
from all areas have to say.” 

To date no planning applica¬ 
tion has been submitted in 
respect of the scheme.

Bus-size bear puppet to lead Greenpeace parade 



THE world’s largest polar 
bear puppet the size of a 
double decker bus was 
unveiled at North Weald 
Airfield on Monday by the 
international 
environmental 
orgainsation Greenpeace 
ahead of a global day of 
action to highlight the 
threat to the Arctic. 

The three-tonne bear 
called Aurora will lead a 
parade past the Houses of 
Parliament and oil giant 
Shell’s headquarters on 
the South Bank on Sunday. 

On the same day, Arctic- 
themed cycling parades 
will be taking place in 35 
countries worldwide. 

The giant puppet, whose 
head is the size of a Smart 
car, was taken to North 
Weald Airfield for 
rehearsals. A team of 15 


puppeteers, including 
artists who worked on 
West End theatre 
production of Warhorse, 
will operate the giant 
marionette from the inside 


using pulleys and ropes, 
giving it highly realistic 
movements. 

As well as having a 
bear’s characteristic 
curved gait, the puppet is 


fully articulated and can 
move her head and jaws, 
while the fabric-covered 
sides billow in the wind, 
creating a breathing-like 
motion.

New health centre would 
lead to loss of green wedge 

SIR, My husband and I very much 
welcome a renovated Lister House Health 
Centre (Star, September 5). It will be a 
wonderful resource. 

However, we object very strongly to two 
elements of the plan - the unacceptable 
loss of an important and large green wedge 
and the loss of outdoor sports areas and 
four large trees to a car park. 

Green wedges and green fingers are a 
landscape design feature fundamental 
to the character of our town. They are 
more than the attractive landscapes that 
separate neighbourhoods and compensate 
for an urban neighbourhood of dense and 
compact housing - they are play areas for 
children, places to walk, relax and take 
in the fresh air and sun and enjoy the 
company of friends and family. 

Green wedges need to be of sufficient size 
to provide a sense of connecting to the 
countryside. 

Sir Frederick Gibberd described green 
wedges as “outdoor rooms” and this 
particular green wedge serves Staple Tye 
(the most deprived ward in Harlow), Great 
Parndon and Harlow which suffers from 
levels of overcrowding that are fairly high 
when compared to county and England 
averages. 

Plan after plan has recognised the 
important role of green wedges and 
green fingers and stated that planning 
applications will only be considered for 
developments which do not compromise 
these landscape principles of the town. 

These plans state that green wedges 
and green fingers will be protected from 
inappropriate development. These plans 
state that permission will not be granted, 
except for small scale development 
proposals and the replacement of existing 
buildings which do not have an adverse 
effect on the roles of the green wedges. 

Green wedges and green fingers have 
received strong support from the public 
as shown by the opposition to large-scale 
development proposals, Local Plan related 
consultations, and the general support of 
over 90 per cent of the population for the 
protection of green spaces in the most 
recent Mori poll. 

The plans recognise that another 
important feature of green wedges and 
green fingers is the natural habitat. They 
describe the importance of encouraging 
biodiversity by conserving and enhancing 
existing wildlife habitats. 

The current plan applies for the felling 
of four large trees and the replacement of 
the old tennis court and the regularly used 
basketball court with a parking lot for 74 
cars. 

Green spaces and free outdoor sports 
facilities are critical to the healthy 
development of Harlow’s young people. 
Twenty-one per cent of residents are aged 
0-15 years, significantly higher than the 
Essex and England average. The Royal 
College of Paediatrics and Child Health 
has reported that 31 per cent of children 
aged 2-15 are overweight or obese, that 


at Reception and Year 6 children in the 
poorest 10th of the population are almost 
twice as likely to be obese compared to 
children in the most affluent 10th and that 
the direct cost of obesity to the NHS is 
estimated to be £4.2bn every year. 

Additionally, the proportion of residents 
with no car is significantly higher in this 
town compared to the Essex average. 

There is ample parking for those who use 
Lister House Health Centre at Staple Tye car 
park. It is used by patients who go to Lister 
House currently and is a much bigger car 
park than that afforded to patients who use 
the Bush Fair car park across the street from 
Keats House Health Centre.

Jobless tenants have been 
hit with a double whammy 

SIR, The bedroom tax is a cruel attack upon 
the poor inflicted by central government, 
the implementation of which is not in the 
control of local authorities (“Petition calls 
for halt to bedroom tax court cases”, Star, 
August 29). 

Harlow Council can refuse to evict enants 
who fall behind with their rent as a result 
of said measure, but it has no power to set 
the level of Housing Benefit paid to those 
deemed by the government to have “spare” 
bedrooms. 

However, the council does have the 
power to set the level of council tax relief 
for jobless householders and it chose to 
cut it by 24 per cent for the financial year 
2013-2014. Tenants in Harlow struggling to 
pay rent as a result of the bedroom tax face 
a double whammy because they also have 
to find the money to pay council tax for the 
first time. 

The hundreds of poor householders in 
the town who have been unable to do so 
are being shown no mercy. Every month 
approximately 150 jobless council tax 
defaulters are taken to court in Chelmsford 
by Harlow Council. Once the council has 
obtained a Liability Order from the court 
it obtains an Attachment of Benefits order, 
by means of which it steals £3.60 per week 


from its victim whose only “crime” is to be 
without a job. 

Prior to April, those on out-of-work 
benefits were deemed too poor to be 
charged council tax and received 100 per 
cent council tax relief in the form of Council 
Tax Benefit. The latter was abolished by 
central government and each council 
required to create a Localised Council Tax 
Support scheme. 

Whereas Labour-controlled Harlow 
Council is demanding that poor 
householders pay a minimum of 24 per 
cent council tax, neighbouring Tory-ruled 
East Herts is demanding 8.5 per cent. 
Twenty-eight per cent of local authorities in 
England continue to charge zero, including 
Tory-run Harrogate. 

Those who voted last year to oust the 
Tories and return Labour to power in 
Harlow did not do so with the expectation 
that the new council would steal 
benefit from the poor and implement 
Conservative-Lib Dem policy more 
zealously than some Tory councils.

Cycle ride challenge to raise 
awareness of mental health 


A CHARITY worker from Harlow is 
hoping to raise awareness of the 
stigma faced by people with a 
mental health problems by cycling 
his way around Hertfordshire and 
beyond. 

Jonathan Clack (47), who works 
for national charity Rethink Mental 
Illness, will set off from from the 
Recovery conference hosted by 
Hertfordshire Partnership 
University NHS Foundation Trust in 
Stevenage on the morning of 
October 10 - World Mental Health 
Day. 

“One in four people will have a 
mental illness at some point in their 
lives so we are all either directly 
affected or know someone who is,” 
he said. “For those affected, the 
stigma and discrimination they face 


can be worse than the illness itself. 

“I’d like to raise as much money 
and awareness as possible.” 

Although he has not planned a 
route, he intends to cycle until the 
end of the conference at around 
4pm. 

“I’m not sure where I’ll end up or 
how many miles I’ll do but I want to 
cover as much ground as possible,” 
he said. 

As well as offering training and 
support for carers in his role as a 
carer support worker, he has also 
been a public governor for HPFT for 
two years. 

Last year he cycled 100 miles 
from Epping to Peterborough and 
raised more than £200 for Rethink 
Mental Illness, a total he is hoping 
to top next month. 


Lib Dems force 
review of street 
light switch-off 


CONTROVERSIAL proposals to switch off 
street lights in Essex for five hours at mid¬ 
night are to be reviewed later this month. 

Essex County Council announced last week it 
was planning to extend part-night street light¬ 
ing across the county, including Harlow where 
it would be implemented in February next 
year. 

As well as saving £lm a year, the council said 
turning off lights between midnight and 5am 
would reduce energy consumption, carbon 
emissions and light pollution. 

Town centres, key road junctions, remote 
footpaths and alleyways linking residential 
streets, will be exempt. Lighting for bus shel¬ 
ters, road signs and traffic bollards will also 
not be affected. 

But now Liberal Democrat councillor 
Stephen Robinson, the party’s highways 
spokesman, has implemented the county 
council’s official call-in procedure in an 
attempt to challenge the proposal. 

Cllr Robinson said there was concern about 
the impact of the proposal on public safety and 
has called on the council to consider using 
other forms of lighting technology. 

“We think that Essex County Council should 
consider new-style low energy LED lights, 
lights controlled by movement sensors and 
other technology instead of the switch-off,” he 
said. 

“We know the council has to save money and

should also reduce its carbon footprint, but 
LED lights would reassure the public and be a 
more effective kind of lighting.” 

Cllr Robinson has already met with cabinet 
member for highways Cllr Rodney Bass and 
scrutiny committee chairman Cllr Simon 
Walsh to discuss the issue. As a result, Cllr 
Walsh agreed to his request for street lighting 
to be the main item at a meeting to take place 
on September 26. 

Cllr Bass has agreed to attend the meeting to 
answer questions from councillors. 

“Unfortunately the Conservatives do not 
allow the public to speak at Essex County 
Council meetings so while anyone can attend, 
only councillors can ask questions,” said Cllr 
Robinson. “I will request that a Task and Finish 
Group is formed which then can take evidence 
from the public and technical experts.” 

Meanwhile, Harlow Council has said there 
must be full consultations with residents 
before lights are switched off. 

Deputy council leader Rod Truan said: “As we 
have only recently been made aware of Essex 
County Council’s plans to operate part-night 
street lighting across Harlow, we as commu¬ 
nity leaders need to ensure that residents are 
fully consulted on this issue and to review the 
lessons of where it has been done elsewhere.”

“In essence, we focus on how we need 
more frontline staff and ambulances, 
the ways in which we can be more effi¬ 
cient and the strong leadership needed 
for all teams.” 

The plan marks the next phase of 
organisational transformation to 
improve and maintain performance 
across the East of England. 

A spokesman said the tust recognised it 
still faced a number of challenges and 
aims to get to patients quicker across the 
region by having more ambulances, pro¬ 
viding a high quality clinical response 
and supporting staff to deliver excellent 
care, and had been working closely with 
the NHS Trust Development Authority 
which will provide performance man¬ 
agement support.

Football fan 
chased man 
along street 
with a knife 

A FOOTBALL fan who chased a man 
along a street brandishing a knife in a 
bout of rage after the North London 
derby between Spurs and Arsenal has 
been spared a jail sentence. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard the 
incident followed a row between 
Daniel Hampton and a third man in 
the aftermath of the match on March 
3 this year. 

Hampton (24), of Risdens, Harlow, 
had watched the match which Spurs 
won at a local pub. Later he emerged 
from his home brandishing the knife, 
which had a six-seven inch blade and 
chased an innocent bystander 100 
yards along the street. 

Prosecutor Richard Stevens told the 
court that before the chase Hampton 
said to the victim: “You’re one of the 
geezers.” 

The victim called the police and 
then went back and saw Hampton run 
out of his home shouting: ‘I’m going to 
kill you.’ Afterwards police found the 
knife in his house, 

Hampton pleaded guilty to a charge 
of having a bladed article in a public 
place.

Graham Logan, representing Hamp¬ 
ton, said in mitigation the incident 
followed the football match when an 
Arsenal fan, who had been annoyed, 
had gone to Hampton’s address, 
kicked over his motorbike and 
stamped on it. He had also banged on 
the doors of the property. 

Passing sentence, recorder Guy 
Ayers told the defendant: “This was 
obviously a very serious incident 
indeed - arming yourself with a knife 
and taking it out in a public place - but 
it is aggravated by chasing this man 
for some distance. 

“All this arose out of who won and 
lost a football match and when the 
police arrived you were still showing 
some aggression.” 

In addition to the six-month sus¬ 
pended jail sentence, Hampton was 
ordered to be placed under supervi¬ 
sion for 18 months, attend a Thinking 
Skills programme and carry out 60 
hours of unpaid work.

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One-in-10 
people in 
Harlow is 
a migrant 


MORE than one in 10 people living in 
Harlow is a migrant, according to figures 
released this week by Oxford University. 

The report from the university’s Migration 
Observatory is based on statistics from the 
2011 Census and compares them with data 
from the previous Census carried out in 
2001 . 

It shows that in 2011 Harlow was home to 
9,470 foreign residents out of a total of 81,944, 
representing 11.5 per cent of the town’s pop¬ 
ulation. 

This compares with a level of 11 per cent 
(642,215 out of 5,842,965) for the whole of the 
East of England region which has the third 
largest migrant population in England and 
Wales - after London and the South East - 
following a 70 per cent increase in settlers 
between 2001 and 2011. 

In that same 10-year period Harlow has 
seen a 94.6 per cent increase in migrants. 

The national level is 13 per cent, although 
the impact of London’s very high proportion 
of migrants affects the national figures. 

Senior researcher Dr Carlos Vargas-Silva, 
who led the first comprehensive Census 
analysis of regional migrant population, 
cited “Eastern European migration for work pur¬ 
poses”, “student migration to cities like Cambridge” 
and “family migration to areas with established 
migrant populations” as the biggest contributing 
factors. 

Inhabitants originally from Poland represent the 
largest non-UK born group regionally, with groups 
from India, Ireland, USA and Pakistan not far 
behind. The figures for Harlow are Poland (10.5 per 
cent), Ireland (8.53 per cent), India (7.7 per cent), 
Pakistan (3.59 per cent) and the United States (1 per 
cent). 

Of the 5.3 per cent of people in the region who did 
not speak English as their first language, 80 per cent 
could speak it well or very well and only three per 
cent did not speak any English at all. 

The five main languages spoken by people whose 
mother tongue was not English were Polish, Urdu, 
Chinese, Bengali and Lithuanian. 

Reacting to the report, Harlow Council leader 
Mark Wilkinson said: “This is a town where diver¬ 
sity is welcomed and celebrated. Through inde-

pendent surveys Harlow residents tend to agree that 
people from different backgrounds get on well 
together and this is something of which we should 
be proud. 

“The figures released by Oxford University follow 
national Census trends which show that the coun¬ 
try, eastern region and Harlow - which was origi¬ 
nally populated by families moving from London - 
has become a more multicultural and diverse place. 

“I know that the release of these figures will bring 
with it myths about migrants automatically getting 
council housing in the town which is a concern of 
residents. These myths do not represent the facts. 

“Based on the official Census data for Harlow the 
majority of non-UK residents privately rent or own 
their own home whereas over nine in 10 residents 
who rent from Harlow Council or a housing associa¬ 
tion are UK residents.” 



A NEW school teaching the 
language, history, culture 
and geography of Poland 
opens its doors in Harlow 
this weekend. 

The Polish Saturday 
School - or Polska Szkola 
Przedmiotow Ojczystych - is 
aimed at children aged 
three-16. It already has 
almost 90 students on its 
books. 

Teachers Ewa Whiting 
(29), of Rushton Grove, 
Harlow, and Jwona Schulz- 
Nalepka (29) from Chingford 
- pictured above - decided 
to set up the school after 
Mrs Whiting, her husband 
and their two young 
children moved to Harlow 
and found a strong Polish 
community in the town. 


“We have around 10 
teachers, two assistants 
and 87 students,” said Mrs 
Whiting, who taught in 
London before the move. 

“We’ll be teaching the 
Polish language, literature, 
history and geography and 
we will also be offering 
English classes to parents 
and families.” 

The school officially opens 
on Saturday. Prospective 
students can still sign up 
between 10-11am. 

Mrs Whiting added: “I’m 
really excited for the school 
to open. It’s like a dream 
come true to be able to do 
something like this.

Hospital 
handed 
£5.7m in 
winter 
funding

HARLOW’S Princess Alexandra Hospital has 
been given an injection of Government cash to 
prepare for extra pressure on services during 
the winter. 

Health Secretary leremy Hunt announced that 
PAH has been allocated £5.7m which will go 
towards the hospital’s A&E department. 

lules Martin, chief operating officer at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, said the announcement was 
good news for patients. 

“It is not just about extra funding for A&E but for 
the whole hospital’s winter plan,” he said. “Our 
A&E ‘front door’ is only one important part of the 
hospital and we are working really hard to 
improve the patient experience throughout the 
whole of the trust.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon also welcomed the 
additional funding. “For the hardworking NHS 
staff that serve my constituents this extra money 
will be a welcome boost this winter when A&E 
departments come under most pressure,” he told 
the Star. 

“This grant for PAH clearly shows the 
Government is interested in Harlow. I am really 
pleased and it is a fantastic result. It is a tribute to 
the hospital who applied for the grant and every¬ 
thing they are doing for the people of Harlow.” 

Speaking in the House of Commons Mr Halfon 
praised the “outstanding hospital with outstand¬ 
ing staff”. 

He also invited Mr Hunt to visit PAH to see for 
himself the “excellent” work that is being done 
there. Mr Hunt replied that he would be delight¬ 
ed to accept the invitation. 

The £5.7m winter funding comes on top of a 
Government grant of £470,000 to St Clare Hosp¬ 
ice.

Together we can tackle 
anti-social behaviour 


I T’S been a very busy month across 
the neighbourhoods, which always 
seems to be the case in August with 
the holiday period bringing more 
pressure on our teams. 

During the summer holiday period 
the council opens paddling pools 
across the town and this always 
proves very popular with families. With 
the warm weather this year near 
record numbers attended the pools 
and the very positive news was that 
there were very few incidents of 
nuisance or anti-social behaviour. 

In general, reports of anti-social 
behaviour in Harlow are lower than in 
many other parts of Essex. Actions 
taken jointly by ourselves with Harlow 
Council often can lead to resolutions of 
long-standing problems. For example 
a warrant was recently executed in Old 
Harlow whereby sound systems and 
speakers were seized from an address 
which had been the subject of 
complants about extreme noise. 

We are aware that we are not solving 
every problem and you must continue 
to let us know about any ongoing 
issues. 

Work is continuing against a group of 
‘drinkers’ causing problems near the 
town centre. Two males have been 
given full-blown anti-social behaviour 
orders (ASBOs) and one of them has 
recently left Harlow completely due to 
being continually arrested and 
imprisoned for breaching the order. 

PC Tim Knights is now gathering 
evidence against a third male and we 
are hoping for similar success against 
this third nuisance. 

UR crime reduction specialist 
Graham Anthony is working hard 
at re-launching Neighbourhood Watch 
in Harlow. This is particularly aimed at 
preventing house burglaries, a horrible 
crime to suffer.

T HE neighbourhood teams have 
been supporting activity around the 
Harlow Islamic Centre at Kingsmoor 
following the recent appalling arson 
attack.

Odeon cinema first 
to open after WWII

H ARLOW can celebrate many 
firsts - the first tower block, the 
first of the post-war new towns to 
have its own newspaper and the 
first community sport centre of its 
kind to be named as such. But 
there’s another first that film fans 
can be proud to share. 

The Odeon cinema in West Gate, 
which was closed down eight years 
ago this month, was the first cinema 
built in Britain after the Second 
World War. It was officially opened in 
February 1960. 

The first film to be screened at the 
Odeon, which was a single floor when 
it first opened, was Follow A Star fea¬ 
turing that much-loved comedy actor 
Norman Wisdom and June Laverick. 

The cinema was also the first to be 
opened by the Odeon group since 
1937. 

The building, which was designed 
by T.P. Bennett & Son, closed tempo¬ 
rarily in June 1987 when it was coin¬ 
verted into a multi-screen mov- 
iehouse. 

The rear stalls were converted into 
two smaller screens while the origi¬ 
nal main screen retained its original 
box, screen and features. 


In 2001 the cinema was refurbished 
again to bring it up to the 21st centu¬ 
ry and Odeon’s new style. But sadly 
the competition from the new six- 
screen multiplex in Edinburgh Way, 
which opened in 1990, proved too 
much and Harlow’s first cinema 
finally closed its doors in 2005 and it 


has remained empty ever since.

Green green 
grass of home 


AFTER a summer of being dried out by 
heat and trampled on by outdoor activi¬ 
ties, your lawn may be looking a bit 
tired. If you want to restore any bare 
patches, or are even thinking of sowing 
a completely new lawn, early autumn is 
a good time to do it. 

But how do you choose the type of 
seed for the job from the array of dif¬ 
ferent grass seeds on the market? 

Help is at hand from Which? Garden¬ 
ing, the Consumers' Association maga¬ 
zine, which has just revealed the results 
of its test on 36 lawn seed mixes and 
repair kits, assessing both germination 
and appearance of the grass and cover¬ 
age of each plot at monthly intervals. 

Best overall lawn seed mix is Asda 
Multipurpose (£3 for 500g), which 
the survey says will give you a great 
looking lawn. In the trial, it established 
quickly, gave a dense, finer-leaded turf, 
was among the best in terms of cover¬ 
age and appearance and recovered well 
after wear-and-tear tests. 

The next highest scorer was Mr 
Fothergill's Better Lawn (£5.99 for 
500g, available from garden centres), 
which looked good throughout the 
autumn and following spring, recovered 
quickly after the wear-and-tear tests

lawn, the researchers recommend 
Miracle-Gro Patch Magic (£9.99 
for 1kg, Tesco), which worked 
exceptionally well in the trial and 
established quickly. The plastic 
shaker contains coir and fertiliser 
with very little grass seed. The 
coir shows where you've scat¬ 
tered it and indicates where it 
needs watering. The grass is fine¬ 
leaved and green, but didn't cope 
as well with wear-and-tear as 
other recommended lawn seeds. 

Other recommended lawn-seed 
mixes include Wilko Multipur¬ 
pose with ryegrass (£6 for 750g, 
Wilkinson), which produced 
tough grass with a good density 
throughout the trial, and Verve quick 
Start (£3.98 for 500g, B&Q) which was 
one of the first in the test to germinate 
and completely cover the ground. 

If you are sowing a new lawn, you'll

need to dig over the area thoroughly to 
allow free drainage, removing stones 
and weeds as you go, then incorpo¬ 
rate organic matter such as compost 
or well-rotted manure. On heavy clay 
incorporate sharp grit and organic soil 
conditioner. On light soils just incorpo¬ 


rate the organic matter. 

Firm the ground by laying a plank 
of wood on it and walking over it 
several times. Then move the plank 
across the site until the whole area 
is firmed, but not compacted. 

Next rake the area to produce 
a fine 'tilth' on which to sow the 
seed. You may need to rake repeat¬ 
edly until the ground is level and 
the surface is crumbly. 

Make sure you buy good quality grass 
seed which is the current season's stock 
and choose the type to suit your needs. 
A lawn for a family-friendly garden may 
include a mixture of dwarf perennial 
ryegrasses to withstand heavy use, 


while a lawn just to look upon might be 
a mixture of fine tufted grasses. Always 
follow the instructions on the packet 
about seed distribution and don't be 
tempted to sow more thickly than 
recommended. 

To repair your lawn, loosen the soil 
in the bare patch with a fork, scatter 
grass seed and fertiliser over the area 
and rake lightly to work the seed into 
the soil. 

Water if it's dry and cover with net¬ 
ting or fleece to keep off birds.

Racetrack rivalry fuels 
a supercharged thriller

TO truly excel in a chosen field you need to 
be challenged, pushed to the limit of human 
endurance to find previously untapped 
reserves of strength and courage. 

For this reason sport is littered with bitter 
rivalries between incredible champions, 
whose desire to win - regardless of the 
consequences and the physical risks - 
inspires awe and devotion. 

Some of the fiercest rivalry has been 
fought out on Formula 1 racetracks, none 
more so than during the 1970s when rubber 
burned and tempers frayed between two 
very different drivers - charismatic ladies' 
man James Hunt and incredibly ambitious 
Austrian speed fiend Niki Lauda. 

Their daredevil duels reached a horrifying 


crescendo at the 1976 German Grand Prix 
at the Nurburgring when Lauda's Ferrari 
burst into flames, trapping him in the 
inferno. An incredible six weeks later, Lauda 
emerged from hospital with extensive 
scarring, determined to prevent Hunt from 
claiming the chequered flag at Monza. 

This incredible story of courage and 
resilience is dramatised in Rush, Ron 
Howard's superb biopic that charts the 
rivalry between Hunt (Chris Hemsworth) 
and Lauda (Daniel Bruhl) from their early 
days through to the glamour of the Grand 
Prix circus. 

The two men have very different 
approaches to their craft. Hunt relishes 
the trappings of fame while Lauda is 
devoted to testing, working his mechanics 
into the ground to shave a few hundreds 
off lap times at the expense of personal 
relationships. 


Directed with brio and turbocharged by 
stirring performances from Hemsworth 
and Bruhl, Rush is a riveting evocation of a 
bygone era. An uplifting story of admiration 
and friendship purrs beneath the bonnet of 
Howard's direction, offering plenty of high¬ 
speed thrills for petrolheads. 

Screenwriter Peter Morgan selects the 
choicest cuts of the facts for the big screen, 
including horrific scenes at the hospital 
where a badly burnt Lauda drifts in and out 
of consciousness but still musters enough 
strength to growl, "Tell the priest to get 
lost. I'm still alive!''. 

Howard's film pulsates with the same 
vitality, painting a vivid portrait of men who 
lived on the edge in an era when racing was 
genuinely a dance of death.
